Vital  Statistics. 

In  1 957  the  local  Birth  Rate  was  5$  above  the  national  average  but  at 

the  same  time  the  Still  Birth  Rate,  Infant  Death  Rate,  Neo-Natal  Death  Rate, 

that  is  deaths  of  infants  up  to  one  month,  were  25$,  66$  and  55$  above.  In 

the  case  of  the  Death  Rates  just  mentioned,  we  are  dealing  with  small  numbers 

ranging  between  8  and  12  where  one  death  more  or  one  death  less  in  each  of 

these  groups  could  make  quite  appreciable  difference  to  the  final  rate.  Such 

being  the  case,  it  would  be  difficult  to  give  a  considered  pronouncement  for 

this  increase  in  the  above  rates  but  we  should  probably  be  amply  justified  in 

saying  that  since  these  rates  over  the  last  5  years  have  been  above  that  of  the 

national  average  there  is  a  significant  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  of  these 

groups  in  this  particular  area  which  in  turn  is  in  some  way  related  to  the 

highly  industrialised  nature  of  the  area.  On  the  other  hand,  when  we  consider 

the  Live  Birth  Rate  we  are  on  much  more  stable  ground  by  nature  of  the  larger 

numbers  involved  -  314.  Our  corrected  Death  Rate  is  7$  above  that  for  England 

and  Wales  and  over  a  number  of  years  has  shown  a  tendency  to  fluctuate  above  and 

below  it.  The  emphasis  of  the  Death  Rate  is  spread  in  greatest  measure  amongst 

the  older  age  groups  and  as  would  be  expected  the  cause  of  death  is  far  and  away 

due  to  internal  complaints.  Much  publicity  has  been  given  in  recant  years  to 

the  mounting  Death  Rate  caused  by  lung  cancer  and  it  may  be  of  interest  to 

members  to  set  out  in  this  report  and  in  the  form  of  a  graph  the  position  as  it 

has  existed  in  Normanton  over  the  last  eight  years.  The  increase  up  to  1956  in 

this  Death  Rate  is  not  by  any  means  limited  to  Normanton  and  the  most  recent 

estimate  gives  the  startling  information  that  almost  3  out  of  every  5  male  deaths 

from  all  forms  of  cancer  between  the  ages  of  4Cand74  are  due  to  cancer  of  the 

lung.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  1957  fell 

considerably  in  Normanton  but  I  feel  that  this  is  the  sort  of  isolated  case  one 

meets  on  occasion  when  working  out  statistics  and  has  no  real  bearing  on  the 
actual  trend.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  still  continue  to  fall  in  the  year 
under  review.  Some  20  years  ago,  the  mere  suggestion  that  the  non-pulmonary 
forms  of  the  disease  would  almost  be  eclipsed  in  a  couple  of  decades  would 
have  aroused  the  utmost  incredibility  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  our 
success  in  this  direction  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  widespread 
practice  of  pasteurising  raw  milk  supplies.  Pasteurisation  of  such  milk 
safeguards  it  not  only  against  tuberculosis  but  also  other  diseases  like 
streptococcal  sore  throat,  brucellosis  etc.  to 'name  only  two.  Credit  must 
also  be  given  for  the  continued  fall  in  the  pulmonary  tuberculosis  death  rate 
due  in  no  small  measure  to  a  combination  of  less  infection  and  more  resistance, 
the  new  drugs  and  antibiotic  therapy  and  general  precautionary  measures. 
Although  these  factors  are  modifying  the  disease,  there  is  no  evidence  that 
the  germ  itself  is  any  the  less  virulent.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  whilst 
throughout  the  country  generally  the  fall  in  the  rate  of  notification  is  not 
keeping  pace  with  the  fall  in  the  death  rate,  this  has  not  applied  in  Norman ton 
over  the  last  10  years.  Thus  in  Normanton  the  Death  Rate  has  gone  down  by  8&/o 
of  what  it  was  in  1948  and  the  notification  rate  has  fallen  by  75f°.  It  is 
unlikely  that  any  further  advance  will  be  made  in  our  campaign  against 
tuberculosis  so  long  as  we  have  with  us  the  old  chronic  infected  cases,  not 
infrequently  the  old  miner  with  advanced  pneumonoconiosis  who  is  only 
intermittently  infective  and  who  has  to  thank  the  antibiotic  drugs  for  his 
continued  survival.  Progress  is  being  made  in  our  programme  for  protecting  the 
adolescent  population  by  means  of  B.C.G.  vaccination,  and  the  following  table 
shows  the  result  of  this  work  during  the  years  1956  and  1957:-

T.B.  After-Care  Committee. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  volume 
of  work  carried  out  by  the  After-Caio  Committee  and  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  this  is  due  largely  to  the  recent  spread  of  emphasis  on  the  subject. 

So  long  as  it  was  the  declared  policy  of  voluntary  organisations  that  only 
sufferers  from  tuberculosis  could  be  considered  the  interest  displayed  by 
the  general  public  tended  to  be  somewhat  limited,  but  now  that  it  has  been 
extended  to  include  in  addition  advanced  lung  and  heart  complaints,  the 
interest  in  the  work  of  this  organisation  is  steadily  mounting.  In  an 
industrial  area  such  as  ours,  terms  like  pneumoconiosis,  emphysema,  asthma, 
bronchitis,  etc.  and  heart  disease  have  a  very  definite  meaning,  whilst  still 
more  recently  national  and  local  propaganda  has  loudly  proclaimed  the  fact 
that  pulmonary  tuberculosis  as  a  disease  is  on  the  wane  and  this  with 
reservations  can  be  accepted  as  a  statement  of  fact.  We  must  not,  however, 
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allow  ourselves  to  be  deluded  by  the  idea  that  there  are  no  persons  suffering 
from  this  disease  in  need  of  help  -  such  is  indeed  far  from  being  the  case. 

In  addition,  the  inclusion  of  all  advanced  chest  and  lung  cancer  cases  has 
increased  the  scope  of  our  work,  so  much  so  that  our  opportunities  in 
rendering  this  service  to  the  community  are  as  great  as  ever.  During  the 
year  a  total  of  £108.,  was  spent  in  giving  assistance  to  cases  of  tuberculosis 
and  other  types  of  chest  or  heart  diseases.  From  what  has  been  said  it  will 
be  seen  that  in  addition  to  its  normal  functions  this  Committee  is  doing  all 
in  its  power  to  relieve  need  and  minimise  boredom  -  the  greatest  enemies 
attendant  upon  long  standing  infections  such  as  chest  diseases.  Close 
liaison  is  maintained  with  the  National  Assistance  Board  Officer,  the  Education 
Department,  the  NomenTs  Voluntary  Service,  local  pits,  etc.,  and  by  this  means 
the  maximum  assistance  possible  can  be  given  at  any  one  time  by  the  After-Care 
Committee  and  other  departments  both  statutory  and  voluntary.  The  interest 
displayed  by  individual  members  of  the  Council  including  Mrs.  Snell  our 


Chairman  has  been  most  welcome.

Outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning. 

During  the  year  13  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  in  Normanton  all 
consequent  on  a  wedding  reception.  Investigations  were  immediately  instituted 
and  samples  of  food  eaten  were  sent  to  the  Laboratory.  The  manifestations  of 
the  outbreak  varied  from  general  malaise  to  abdominal  colic  with  slight  to 
severe  diarrhoea.  Practically  in  every  case  the  victims  were  incapacitated 
for  a  few  days  or  more.  The  main  common  article  of  diet  was  almost  without 
exception  a  trifle  and  the  organisms  of  food  poisoning  were  isolated  from  a 
sample  of  this  as  well  as  from  the  biological  specimens.  Samples  of  these 
food  poisoning  organisms  were  sent  to  a  Laboratory  in  the  south  of  England 
to  ascertain  by  means  of  what  is  called  the  "Typing  Test"  if  the  two  strains 
did  not  in  fact  belong  to  one  and  the  same  family.  It  was  ascertained  that 
trifles  separately  retailed  in  two  adjoining  County  Boroughs  were  followed  by 
similar  manifestations.  Although  about  84  trifles  were  despatched  for  the 
wedding  reception  only  76  guests  were  present  and  it  was  therefore  difficult 
to  get  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  number  of  persons  affected.  Some  of  them 
came  from  Wakefield,  Leeds,  etc.  and  others  from  as  far  afield  as  Ripley  in 
Derbyshire. 

Outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  of  this  nature  are  relatively  uncommon  in 
Normanton  but  it  would  appear  the  same  cannot  be  said,  especially  during  the 
summer  months,  of  some  of  the  neighbouring  County  Boroughs.  In  the  summer 
time  especially,  prepared  meats  and  cream  cakes  should  be  kept  in  a 
refrigerator  or,  alternatively,  in  as  cool  a  place  as  possible  since  with  this 
type  of  food  a  warm  atmosphere  is  all  that  is  needed  to  promote  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  germs  of  food  poisoning.  In  this  case  the  trifles  were  kept 
in  a  warm  atmosphere  from  10.30  a.m.  in  the  morning  to  2.30  p.m.  in  the 
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afternoon.  It  is  possible  that  if  they  had  been  kept  at  a  low 
temperature  until  consumed  the  number  of  persons  affected  would  have  been 
much  smaller  -  or  none  at  all. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  once  again  there  has  not  been  one 
confirmed  case  of  Diphtheria  in  Normanton  during  the  year.  At  present 
54 of  the  0-5  population  and  l&fo  of  the  5-15  population  are  already 
immunised  against  the  disease.

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POLIOMYELITIS. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  has  not  been  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis 
notified  in  Normanton.  It  is  unfortunate  that  our  knowledge  of  the  epidemiology 
of  this  desease  is  not  so  detailed  as  we  could  wish,  but  in  view  of  the  potential 
menace  it  can  be  to  a  community  of  people  plus  the  untold  misery  and  suffering 
it  can  cause,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  medical  scientists  should 
urgently  elaborate  what  is  completely  effective  in  preventing  the  disease  and  at 
the  same  time  safe  in  use.  Unfortunately  the  preparation  of  such  a  vaccine  has 
been  complicated  by  the  fact  that  not  one  but  three  gems  (viruses)  can  be 
responsible  for  causing  an  attack  of  Poliomyelitis  and  any  vaccine  evolved  must 
of  necessity  contain  the  protective  elements  against  all  three  germs.  Two 
successful  vaccines  which  comply  with  these  criteria  have  been  evolved,  one 
British,  the  other  American,  and  both  have  proved  safe  in  their  use.  It  is  yet 
somewhat  too  early  to  attempt  to  give  a  final  assessment  of  their  efficacy  in 
preventing  or  minimising  this  disease  but  preliminary  reports  have  been  highly 
encouraging.  Poliomyelitis  or  Infantile  Paralysis,  as  its  name  implies,  is  a 
disease  affecting  the  younger  members  of  the  community,  and  whilst  this  is  not 
strictly  true,  since  adults  are  by  no  means  immune  to  the  disease,  it  has  been 
notied  that  during  the  last  30  years  the  emphasis  of  the  disease  among  infants 
has  shifted  its  age  group.  Thus  in  1920  the  emphasis  of  the  disease  was  on  the 
six  year  old,  whereas  in  1950  it  is  on  the  nine  year  old,  and  this  fact 
obviously  determines  the  initial  age  groups  to  be  protected.  In  view  of  the 
meagre  supply  of  vaccine  available,  it  was  decided  in  the  first  instance  to  offer 
vaccination  to  the  2  to  9  year  olds,  but  in  July,  1957  this  was  extended  to  the 
l/2  age  group,  in  August  1957  to  the  9/ 1 0  age  group,  and  in  December  1957  to  the 
10/14  age  group.  In  1956,  87  children  were  vaccinated  and  in  1957  a  further

MENTAL  HEALTH  OCCUPATION  CENTRE. 


Attendances  at  the  Occupation  Centre  during  the  year  have  for  the  most 
part  been  anything  but  satisfactory  and  in  the  influenza  epidemic  in 
September  they  were  exceptionally  low.  It  was  some  weeks  before  there  was 
any  improvement  and  the  average  weekly  attendance  for  the  year  was  156. 

The  curriculum  at  an  Occupation  Centre  is  based  on  the  teaching  of  four 
basic  subjects-^  these  taken  in  the  aggregate  are  the  veiy  essence  of  a 
structure  on  which  lies  the  foundation  conducive  to  a  more  balanced  outlook 
on  the  part  of  these  children  towards  their  environment.  These  are  speech 
training,  activity  lessons,  sense  and  habit  training.  Although  progress  by 
means  of  the  three  R‘s.  connot  satisfactorily  be  employed  in  their  education 
it  is  nevertheless  desirable  that  they  should  be  conversant  with  numerals 
if  any  progress  is  to  be  made  in  such  subjects  as  handwork,  and  it  is 
encouraging  to  note  that  several  of  the  older  children  by  the  aid  of  counters 
have  been  enabled  to  perform  arithmetic  sums  dealing  with  simple  addition 
and  subtraction.  Owing  to  their  educational  immaturity,  they  very  readily 
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respond  to  such  activities  as  those  involved  in  handwork,  P.T.,  Percussion 
Band  and  Eurythmics ,  and  it  is  one  sure  method  of  retaining  their  interest. 

Open  Days  were  held  during  the  year  including  a  "Sports  Day"  which  was 
a  new  venture,  but  one  which  was  enjojred  by  both  parents  and  children  alike 
and  again  showed  how  these  children  can  develop  a  team  spirit  and  a  will  to 
compete.  Prizes  were  given  by  the  Parent  Teachers  Association.  The 
annual  "Open  Day"  arrange  for  September  had  owing  to  the  influenza  epidemic 
to  be  postponed  and  was  eventually  held  on  December  3rd.  Although  it  was 
very  foggy,  a  good  proportion  of  the  parents  contrary  to  expectations  turned 
up  and  items  given  by  the  children  included  Physical  Training,  Percussion 
Band,  Miming,  Country  Dancing,  and  Ball  exercises  and  Dances. 

The  Staff  relinquished  voluntarily  a  great  deal  of  their  spare  time  in 
decorating  the  Hall  for  the  7mas  Party  with  very  pleasing  results  indeed. 

This  year  a  Fancy  Dress  Parade  was  organised  and  the  mothers  co-operated  very 
well  in  its  organisation.  Prizes  provided  by  the  Parent  Teachers 
Association  were  given  for  the  best  costume  and  County  Alderman  Whitt ock  once 
again  acted  the  role  of  Santa  Claus,  distributing  gifts  provided  by  the  Parent 
Teachers  Association  at  an  average  cost  of  10/0d.,  a  head.  This  was  voted 
the  best  party  ever  held  at  the  Centre. 

The  annual  outing  financed  by  the  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  and  the 
Parent  Teachers  Association  was  again  to  Filey.  The  older  children  were 
taken  on  July  2nd  and  the  younger  on  July  9th. . 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  members  and  to  the 
chief  officers  of  the  Council  for  the  assistance  and  co-operation  they  have 
given  me  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Services  for  the  year  1957.  The 
Report  on  Sanitary  Administration  covers  the  year  ending  51st 
December,  1957  whilst  the  Cleansing  Section  is  for  the 
Financial  Year  ending  31st  March,  1958. 

The  Rent  Act  came  into  force  during  the  year  and  did 
have  considerable  effect  on  the  work  of  the  department  and 
many  visits  had  to  be  made  in  connection  with  this.  However 
as  an  indication  of  promises  made  by  owners  the  flood  of 
complaints  of  sanitary  defects  was  reduced  for  a  short  time. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  however  conditions  were  back  to  normal 
for  this  authority. 

During  the  year  seven  Clearance  Areas  were  confirmed  in 
respect  of  some  95  houses  and  the  Council  also  declared  a 
Clearance  mea  in  respect  of  a  further  138  houses  but  the 
Clearance  Order  in  respect  of  this  latter  had  not  been  made 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition  Demolition  Orders  were  made  by  the  Council 
in  respect  of  7  houses. 

During,  the  year  an  effort  was  made  to  improve  the  hygiene 
standards  in  food  shops.  Much  still  remains  to  be  done 
however  in  this  direction. 

The  spare  Karrier  refuse  lorry  was  again  off  the  road 
for  a  considerable  period  during  the  year  thus  adding  to  our 
diff iculities  and  resulting  in  increased  overtime  having  to  be 
worked. 

Increased  wages  for  workmen  again  added  to  the  cost  of 
refuse  collection  and  disposal. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  in  the 
district  continued  at  its  previous  level  of  approximately 
three  times  the  amount  before  decontrol.

In  connection  with  milk  supplies  we  in  Normanton  are 
marching  in  front  of  the  modern  trend  which  is  to  ensure 
that  all  milk  is  either  pasteurised  or  designated  milk. 


Unfortunately  the  two  local  pasteurising  plants 
previously  in  use  closed  down  some  time  ago  and  pasteurised 
milk  was  no?/  being  received  instead  from  outside  the  district. 
This  means  that  the  large  number  of  samples  for  biological 
examination  of  raw  milk  previously  taken  at  the  dairies 
cannot  now  be  obtained.  Complaints  wore  received  during  the 
year  about  dirty  milk  bottless  and  this  matter  was  drawn  to 
the  attention  of  the  persons  concerned. 

Again  I  should  like  to  stress  that,  in  my  opinion  it  is 
high  time  the  dairy  industry  went  over  to  the  use  of  the 
expendable  waxed  carton  in  plo.ce  of  milk  bottles  which  are 
used  for  all  sorts  of  purposes  and  difficult  to  cleanse.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION 


68  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  cases  of  infectious 
disease  and  28  disinfections  were  carried  out  after  infectious 
disease. 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  with  13  cases  occurred  during 
the  year  and  I  was  lucky  enough  to  obtain  samples  of  the  food 
concerned  namely  trifles  manufactured  in. a  neighbouring  County 
Borough. 

These  on  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  were 
definitely  established  as  the  cause  of  the'  trouble  although 
subsequent  bad  storage  at- a  high" temperature  had  made  matters 
worse. 

38  library  and  other  books  were  disinfected  during  the  year 
in  the  cabinet  for  this  purpose  previously  improvised  to  my  own 
design  from  an  old  cupboard. 

Bedding -was  disinfected  at  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing 
Department,,  Castleford  the  Council !  s  van  being  used  to  transport 
this.  What  -we  need  in  Normanton  is  a  new  disinfecting  station 
which  would  make  us  independent  of  another  authority  who  might 
be  reluctant  to  assist  us  in  the  event  of  a  major  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease ,  or  if  they  themselves  were  hard  pressed  for 
any  reason.  A  suitable  site  for  such  a  disinfector  would  of 
course  be  the  baths  where  steam  is  already  available.

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  and  maintaining  suitable 
personnel  for  the  Public  Cleansing  Service  of  Dormant on  is 
a  vexing  problem.  Despite  protective  clothing* 
superannuation*  sick  pay  and  Joint  Industrial  Council 
Awards*  the  plain  fact  is  that  the  service  is  unattractive 
arduous,  and  generally  not  comparable  with  the  conditions 
and  pay  offered  by  other  industries.  Our  Salvage  Bonus 
Scheme  does  help  but  the  position  remains  far  from  satis¬ 
factory.

As  can  "be  seen  from  the  above  Fox  Tip  and  Snydale  Quarry 
continued  to  render  yeoman  service  during  the  year.  St. 
John’s  Tip*  Wakefield  Road  was  nearly  completed.  Snydale 
Tip  proved  most  useful  in  vi ew  of  its  more  or  less  central 
situation  hut  is  now  filling  in  rapidly. 

Normanton  is  a  mining  district  and  the  tonnage  of  refuse 
obtained  is  in  consequence  very  high.  It  is  interesting  in 
this  connection  to  note  that  due  to  the  increasing  number  of  . 
all  night  burning  grates ,  very  often  the  residue  was  placed 
in  the  dustbin  in  a  very  hot  condition  and  on  many  occasions 
it  was  necessary  to  slake  the  refuse  in  the  dustbin  with  water 
before  it  could  be  loaded  into  the  lorry  so  as  to  prevent 
ignition  of  the  combustibles,  such  as  paper,  in  the  refuse. 
This  can  be  a  serious  matter  as  it  is  a  potential  source  of 
tip  fires.  There  was  one  tip  fire  during  the  year. 

SALVAGE

and  other  metals,  rags,  rugs  and  carpets.

The  graph  shows  that  waste  paper  collections  have  been 
maintained  in  spite  of  the  difficult  conditions.  The  men 
generally  are  eager  to  salvage  and  are  wholeheartedly  behind 
the  salvage  scheme.  The  public  too  is  most  co-operative 
in  keeping  their  paper  separate  from  other  refuse.  Too  much 
however,  cannot  be  obtained  of  this  most  valuable  material 
which  is  not  only  a  source  of  revenue  but  its  salvage  is  in 
the  national  interest. 

Unfortunately  during  the  year  the  board  manufacturers 
limited  the  amount  of  waste  paper  which  could  be  sent  by  the 
Council.  This,  however,  was  only  a  temporary  situation  and 
it  speaks  well  for  this  essential  service  that  £1590  11s.  1 0d. 
was  received  by  the  Council  from  the  sale  of  waste  paper 
alone.
